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Tourism boost to local economy

THE borough’s economy is set for 
a major boost after the tourism 
industry announced it hopes to 
increase by 30 per cent over the next 
three years. 

The news comes as Visit Greenwich, 
which manages tourism provision on 
behalf of the council, revealed plans to 
help visitor numbers flourish in the next 
few years. 

The tourism industry is already worth 
an estimated £1.2 billion a year to the 
local economy and the number of jobs 
created is likely to rise from 15,000 to 
18,000 by 2018. 

Visit Greenwich also works with more 
than 100 business partners to help develop 
local tourism, increase investment and 
create local job opportunities. 

Barrie Kelly, chief executive of Visit 
Greenwich, told GT: “The royal borough 
is an internationally recognised tourist 
destination attracting 18 million every 
year. There are so many fantastic places to 
visit, from famous historical landmarks 
such as the Cutty Sark to hidden gems 
like Severndroog Castle in Eltham. 

“The projected increase in our local 
economy around tourism is great news 
and proves the increasing popularity of 
Royal Greenwich as a great day out for 
visitors and local people alike.” 

Visit Greenwich is working on a range 
of plans to help people get the most out of 
their visit to the borough. This includes 
partnering with the Old Royal Naval 
College in Greenwich to produce a new 
information service for visitors. A new 
range of signs will also be rolled out to 
help people find their way to and from the 
many local attractions.

Buildings added 
to access guide 


ANOTHER 17 council and public 
buildings are being added to a 
website that gives details about 
their accessibility for people with 
disabilities. 

The additional buildings - which reflect 
suggestions from the public- include a 
dance school, a children’s centre, two 
supermarkets, a yacht club, a health 
charity, the probation service and several 
sports facilities. 

The buildings have been added to the 
existing list of some 1,200 buildings 
included in the online register operated 
by the disability charity, DisabledGo, 
which audits buildings for their level of 
accessibility. 

Cllr David Gardner, cabinet member 
for health, social care & public health, 
said: “The council works hard to ensure 
that people with disabilities have the 
opportunity to enjoy the same amenities 
and facilities that the rest of the 
community does. 

“We hope the guide compiled with 
DisabledGo will be useful to our residents 
as well as to people who visit, study and 
work in the borough.”

New flats for younger people 


TWO former sheltered housing schemes 
run by the council at Woolwich Dockyard 
are being turned into flats for younger 
people, including teenage parents. 

Councillors agreed at last week’s 
Cabinet meeting (March 23) to convert 
Sarah Turnbull House in Brewhouse 
Road and Defiance Walk into 84 studio, 
one-bedroom and two-bedroom flats for 
people aged 18 to 34. Twenty of them 
will be specially earmarked for young 
parents. 

The flats will be managed day-to-day 
by the YMCA on behalf of the council 
with seven staff between the two sites. 

These will include rent and housing 
officers, two concierges, a supervisor 
and a part-time cleaner. The council will 
be responsible for external repairs, the 
lifts, and heating and hot water systems. 


The new tenants are due to start 
moving in from April. A council 
spokesperson said: “There is a need 
to develop housing provision which 
supports young people to either remain 
or engage in training and employment, 
with the longer term aim of them being 
able to access independent housing 
provision. 

“The YMCA has experience of 
providing accommodation for young 
people nationwide and already has a 
base on the Woolwich Dockyard estate, 
close to Defiance Walk.” 

To be eligible for one of the flats, 
people must be aged between 18 and 34 
and be in either work or in work-related 
training. The council will be responsible 
for nominating the tenants, working 
with the YMCA.

Autism day events 
highlight services 


THE Felixstowe Road entrance to Abbey 
Wood station will close to passengers 
from Saturday, April 2 while new Crossrail 
platforms and tracks are constructed. 

Passengers will only be able to enter and 
exit the station from Wilton Road so anyone 
approaching from the north side will need 
to walk over Harrow Manorway Bridge. 

The diversion, which is expected to remain 
in place until the end of 201 7, is step-free 
but may add up to 1 5 minutes to a journey. 

The new London-bound North Kent 
Line platform at Abbey Wood is already in 
operation and the foundations of the new 
station are beginning to take shape. 

Matthew White, Crossrail Surface Director, 
said: "The Crossrail project will provide a 
step change in public transport for local 
people - quicker journeys, new trains, 1 2 
extra services an hour and a brand new 
landmark station."

MORE than 70 women from across 
the borough came together to 
acknowledge the achievements of 
women and to celebrate International 
Women’s Day. 

The event, hosted by local charity the 
Her Centre and Greenwich Domestic 
Violence and Abuse Services (GDVA), was 
themed around the celebration of strong 
women 

The GDVA specialises in helping women 
to escape abusive situations and re-build 
their lives. Services are open to residents 
whatever their gender, religion, sexual 
orientation or ethnicity, with guidance 
and support also available to men and 
young people. 

The Her Centre is a locally based charity 
established in 1997, which supports more 
than 1,000 women a year who live, study 
or work in the borough. It offers free 
and confidential advocacy, counselling, 
outreach, advice and training in areas 
including domestic abuse and violence, 
rape and sexual abuse, emergency 
housing and legal issues.

Actors will take three mobile 
exhibitions - one based on nursing, 
one on the Arsenal and one on life at I 
home - to different venues where they 
will portray the stories about women 
on the Home Front during the war | 
years. 

Families will be invited to get | 
involved, for example, packing yellow 
lentils into crisp pots - a way of 
portraying the way ammunition was 
packed into shells. 

The project by the Royal Greenwich 
Heritage Trust is funded thanks to a 
successful bid to the Heritage Lottery 
Fund.

First Band A, followed by Band BI/B2 both in priority date order.
